in  and  told  him  a plane  vss  on  fire.  Hr*  SMHl^erit  outside  and  looked  up 
at  the  sky,  where  he  observed  the  ptienoiaenon  as  hereinafter  related.  Ue  iden- 
tified the  tir:e  at  around  1600  hours. 


5*  Upon  first  si^^hting  the  object,  Ur,  ^HlVBPthou^ht  it  vas  a jet 
plane  on  fire,  he  oonoluded  it  >.03  not  a burning;  plane  because  the  fire  did 
not  blow  baok  of  the  object  but  scened  to  be  f,oing  up  froa  it,  end  r.o  saoke 
was  visible,  he  noticed  no  noise,  vibration,  or  odor. 

4.  ihe  objoot  appeared  to  be  dark  and  "kind  of  oblong"  in  shape.  Tna 
object  itself  did  not  shire;  all  illuaicatlon  seeiuad  to  ccir.e  frcri  the  li^^t 
or  fire  which  went  up  from  the  object  for  a distance  of  about  3 or  4 feet. 

Mr.  Rhodes  could  not  eaticiate  the  altitude  of  the  object  but  stated  that  it 
w&s  "a  long  T.ay  off".  It  seeirod  to  be  no  store  than  S or  C foet  in  length 
Tfhen  sighted  by  Ur.^||pRBP^  It  did  not  look  like  any  aircraft  he  had  ev9r 
seen,  Ihe  illuaination  wee  "alaost  red"  in  color  and  was  a continuous,  steady 
glow  without  any  blinking  or  flickering. 

5.  Vihen  first  sighted  by  l''r«4|flMK  the  object  appeared  to  be  standing 
still.  It  then  began  to  nore  and  disappeared  in  a due  westerly  direction, 

as  well  as  he  could  judge.  Prior  to  its  disappearance,  tho  objoot  seoned  to 
be  olicsbing,  possibly  at  a 45  dogree  angle.  Then  it  disap^Hsai^ed,  it  s^er:^ 
to  be  Xiiovlng  from  "soine  tremendous  force".  Mr.  'flflM^corapiared  the  sudde/uieyt 
of  its  departure  to  "slapping  sorwthlng  off  a table". 

6.  Mr.  JMlH^does  not  Trsar  glasses  and  stated  that  he  had  not  cocsun.ed 
any  intoxicating  beverage  on  25  January  1951. 

7.  Mr.  notice  ai^y  clouds  in  the  s!.:y.  He  stated  that  it 

was  still  bright  outdoors  whan  he  saw  the  object.
